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Decisions For The Voters 


Republican party leaders who describe 
themselves as “moderates” claim they 
are pushing vigorously for the presiden­ 
tial nomination of 
Gov. 
William 
W. 
Scranton of Pennsylvania to save their 
party from destruction. 
They picture the “conservatism” of Sen. 
Barry Coldwater of Arizona and his views 
on the important issues of the day, both 
domestic and international, as a mortal 
threat to party harmony that must be 
eliminated if the GOP is to survive and 
the time-honored principles of Republican­ 
ism are to prevail. 
This ostensibly is the motive behind the 
last-minute struggle of Gov. 
Scranton, 
now with the help of Gov. Nelson Rocke­ 
feller of New York, to deny Sen. Cold­ 
water a nomination within his grasp. 


THE FALLACY in this offensive is that 
the Eastern or “liberal” wing of the Re­ 
publican party represents itself as “in 
the mainstream” of Republican thought, 
with nothing in “grass roots” support of 
the party “moderates” and "liberals” to 
substantiate that assumption. 
As a matter of fact, “conservatives” 
have been denied much power in the Re­ 
publican party for a quarter of a century 
or more. Their views have been scorned, 


their activities have been ridiculed and 
their candidates have been beset by com­ 
mentators, columnists and the well-oiled 
devices of propaganda. 
Now, with a nomination in sight for one 
whose candidacy they endorse with a 
fervor that has attracted new converts by 
the hundreds of thousands 
across 
the 
country, defeat again at the national con­ 
vention would engender a bitterness sel­ 
dom experienced in intra-pary squabbles. 


REPUBLICAN 
“conservatives” 
a r e 
fighing for a clear-cut choice on issues 
in November. 
The “liberal” wing appears almost hys­ 
terical in its fear that such a choice will 
be offered and that a chance to pass judg­ 
ment on many of the policies of the John­ 
son administration will be given die na­ 
tion’s voters. 
Who is squarely “in the mainstream” 
of Republican thought in this country? 
The nomination of which candidate offers 
the best chance to bind the wounds of 
disharmony and lead the party to a head­ 
on, no-hokls-barred clash with the Johnson 
philosophy of government? 
Republican delegates will make their 
choice in July, but the wisdom of that 
choice and the fate of the Republican 
party will not be unveiled until November. 


The Woodbine Lesson 


The brinkmanship of labor contract ne- 
gotations has been proven with unfortu­ 
nate results in the strike against Wood­ 
bine Laundry & Dry Geaning Co. 
For only a few cents difference in the 
proposed hourly wages of the employes, 
the concern has gone out of business and 
over 50 men and women are now without 
jobs. 
Regardless of the original low pay of 
some employes or the Insistence of the 
union and workers on increased pay 
scales beyond what the company offered, 
this is a threefold set back for the East 
Liverpool area. 
It has caused the loss of vitally needed 
Jobs. 
It has put out of business an established 
and important company which figured sig­ 
nificantly in the area economy. 


It has marked a breakdown in one area 
(rf labor - management relationship on 
which the progress and development of 
this district especially depends. 
This breakdown certainly sets no gener­ 
al pattern, because in the pottery, steel 


and other industries continued co-opera­ 
tion and understanding of each others* 
problems have paved the way for mu­ 
tually beneficial contracts without labor 
strife. 
But the lesson in the Woodbine case is 
that smaller businesses and industries and 
their workers must strive for greater un­ 
derstanding of their problems, for the area 
of compromise is much smaller, and only 
a hairline separates unemployment and 
the abyss of bankruptcy from economic 
feasibility. 


Those Checks And Balances 


The broad question raised by the U.S. 
Supreme Court’s position on apportion­ 
ment of state legislatures transcends the 
narrow question of apportionment in the 
six states directly affected and scores of 
other states which will have to get busy 
on reapportionment.

John Kennedy spoke of his 
positions on labor, civil rights 
and housing.

But what warmed them 
most was his prediction that 
coalition in Congress would be' 
broken up under a Democratic 
president such as he by "unit­ 
ing the liberal members from 
the East, northern Midwest and 
Far West.”

A majority of the Supreme 
Court of the United States has 
again overstepped the bounds of 
judicial self-restraint. This time 
the court has 
chosen to ig­ 
nore the lan­ 
guage of 
the I 
Constitution it-< 
s e l f which’ 
gives to the 
s t a t e s t h e 
r i g h t to fix 
their own vot- 
i n g districts 
for t h e 
two David Lawrence 
houses of each legislature. 
No such usurpation of power 
by the judicial branch of the 
government has been recorded 
before in the whole history of 
the Republic as is being mani­ 
fested by the present court. 
The Supreme Court by its re­ 
cent decisions has taken upon 
itself to tell the board of super­ 
visors in a county how it shall 
tax and appropriate its money. 
It, 
moreover, 
has 
told 
the 
American people, in effect, that 
there must be no prayer in the 
schools during school hours. 
Now it has undertaken to say 
that the 50 states of the Union 
cannot have their legislative 
houses based upon any form of 
representation the constitution 
of the state may proclaim, but 
must conform to a formula set 
forth by the Supreme Court of 
the United States itself. 


IF THE FOREGOING observ­ 
ations are considered too criti­ 
cal of the court’s decision, any 
doubts are dispelled by the ac­ 
tual words of the justices who 
dissented in the reapportion­ 
ment cases handed 
down 
on 
Monday. 
Justice Harlan, for example, 
declared that the failure of the 
court to consider the language 
of 
t h e 
14th Amendment—on 
which the court’s opinion was 
based—"cannot be excused or 
explained by any concept of 
‘developing’ constitutionalism,” 
he added: 
“ It’s meaningless to speak of 
constitutional ‘d e v e l o p ment’ 
when both the language and his­ 
tory of the controlling provisions 
of the Constitution are wholly 
ignored.” 
Justice 
Harlan 
further 
de­ 
clared that the court’s action 
"amounts to nothing less than 
an exercise of the amending 
power by this court.” and said: 
“ For when, in the name of 
constitutional interpretation, the 
court 
adds 
something to the 
Constitution that was deliberate­ 
ly excluded from it. the court 
in reality substitutes its view 
of what should be so for the 
amending process. 


JUSTICE 
HARLAN 
pointed 
out that the decisions this week 
"give support to a current mis­ 
taken view of the Constitution 
and the constitutional function 
of this court.” He continued: 


“This view, in a nutshell, is 
that every major social ill in 
this country can find its cure in 
some constitutional ‘principle’ 
and that this court should “take 
the lead' in promoting reform 
when other branches of govern­ 
ment fail to act. “The Constitu­ 
tion is not a panacea for every 
blot upon the public welfare, 
nor should this court, ordained 
as a judicial body, be thought 
of as a general haven for re­ 
form movements.” 


JUSTICE STEWART, in a dis­ 
senting opinion in which he was 
joined by Justice Clark, 
de­ 
clared: 
"With all respect, I am con­ 
vinced these decisions mark a 
long step backward into that un­ 
happy era when a majority of 
the members of this court were 
thought by many to have con­ 
vinced 
themselves 
and each 
other that the demands of the 
Constitution were to be meas­ 
ured not by what it says, but 
by their own notions of wise 
political theory. 
"The rule announced today is 
at odds with long-established 
principles of constitutional ad­ 
judication under the equal pro­ 
tection clause, 
and it 
stifles 
values (rf local individuality and 
initiative vital to the charac­ 
ter of the federal union which 
it was the genius of our Consti­ 
tution to create. 
"What the court has done is 
to convert a particular political 
philosophy into a constitutional 
rule, binding upon each of the 
50 states, from Maine to Ha­ 
waii, from Alaska 
to Texas, 
without regard and without re­ 
spect for the many individual­ 
ized and differentiated d ia b e­ 
tics of each state, characterist­ 
ics stemming from each state’s 
distinct history, distinct geog­ 
raphy, distinct distribution 
of 
population and distinct political 
heritage. 
"My own understanding of the 
various theories of representa­ 
tive government is that no one 
theory 
has ever 
commanded 
unanimous assent among politi­ 
cal 
scientists, 
historians, 
or 
others who have considered the 
p.oblem.” 


THUS. THREE justices of the 
Supreme Court criticized their 
six colleagues for having over­ 
stepped 
the 
bounds 
of 
the 
Constitution. 
What can the people through­ 
out the country who disagree 
with the court do about its 
rulings? For one thing, 
they 
can urge Congress to pass a 
law taking from the Supreme 
Court all jurisdiction in appor­ 
tionment cases. 
An even more effective course 
would be the passage of a new 
constitutional amendment reit­ 
erating that the states of the 
Union have a right to appor­ 
tion legislative districts under 
their own constitutions.

Rarely in its history has the 
United 
States 
been 
so 
be­ 
devilled. frustrated and chal­ 
lenged by a small, hostile na­ 
tion as it has by Communist 
North Viet Nam. 
Since 1954, and with gather­ 
ing intensity since 1958, that ag­ 
gressive little 
(68.000 square 
miles) Red state has cost the 
United States more than 110 
casualties and more than $3 bil­ 
lion in aid and other outlays. 
North Vie! Nam has sparked 
as much political squabbling in 
Washington, 
the last .several 
years as any other American 
foreign policy issue. It has pro­ 
voked American anxiety, baffle­ 
ment. 
anger, 
discouragement 
and heartbreak. 
In its attempts to halt North 
Viet Nam’s aggression in Laos 
and South Viet Nam, the Unit­ 
ed States has come to odds with 
some of its 
allies, 
threshed 
grimly through 
thousands 
of 
policy and strategy debates at 
home and its major interna­ 
tional conferences and invoked 
scores of diplomatic gambits, 
pleas and threats. 
President Johnson now is stu­ 
dying a new sheaf of recom­ 
mendations on what the U.S. 
should do in Southeast 
Asia. 
They were prepared for him at 
a top-level strategy conference 
in Honolulu. 
The recommendations are se­ 
cret. 
and 
it’s 
not 
known 
whether Johnson has approved 
them. Reportedly, they call for 
military and diplomatic moves 
to be enacted if the North Viet­ 
namese step up military drives 
in South Viet Nam or Laos. 
To date, about the only out­ 
come of the Honolulu confer­ 
ence has been an unofficial re­ 
port that Johnson has endorsed 
a proposal to streamline the 
U.S. military - economic aid 
program in South Viet Nam If 
so. such a move indicates a 
"more of the same — but bet­ 
ter” policy. 
It’s most unlikely that such a 
move would placate the critics 
of the administration's South­ 
east Asian policies, who loudly 


denounce them as futile and 
inept. 
Although 
Communist 
China 
and the Soviet Union loom be­ 
hind. North Viet Nam stands to­ 
day as this country's immedi­ 
ate opponent in Southeast Asia. 
How is it that North Viet 
Nam — which can barely feed 
its 17 million people — has been 
able to thwart the United States 
for so long9 
Administration strategists of­ 
fer several answers. 
It boils 
down to this: The North Viet­ 
namese are fighting in South­ 
east Asia the kind of wars they 
want, where they want 
The U.S. is not formally at 
war with North Viet N am /and 
thus cannot attack it. The use 
of America’s conventional or 
nuclear power directly against 
North Viet Nam is therefore 
precluded. 
Further. North Viet 
Nam’s 
campaigns are "third party” 
wars as far as the U S. is con­ 
cerned — against the laotians 
and the South Vietnamese 
in 
their countries. 
The United States is not di­ 
rectly involved in the Laotian 
fighting but it is flying photo 
missions at the Laotian govern­ 
ment’s request to provide evi­ 
dence of North Vietnamese par­ 
ticipation in the war in the La­ 
otian kingdom. And in South 
Viet Nam, the United States has 
only an advisory, support and 
training role in the campaign 
against the North Vietnamese- 
directed guerrillas.

Fires Being 
Quelled After 
Japan Quake 


NIIGATA, 
Japan 
(AP) — 
Flames from blazing oil stor­ 
age tanks were being brought 
under control in Niigata today. 
Thousands were returning to 
homes they fled after Tuesday’s 
devastating earthquake. 
Firefighters said they hoped 
by tonight or Friday to be in 
control of the inferno the quake 
set off along the waterfront of 
the northern Japanese port, cen­ 
ter of the domestic petroleum 
industry. 
Ninety of Niigata’s 300 big 
storage tanks were set afire, 
but by noon today the columns 
of black smoke were lightening 
as firetrucks poured foam ex­ 
tinguisher into the flames. Most 
of the foam was supplied by 
U.S. forces and was flown from 
Tokyo. 
The people of Niigata, hard­ 
ened to disaster like most Jap­ 
anese, began picking up the 
threads of their lives. 
Thousands of uniformed men 
from the armed services joined 
local workers in clearing away 
debris and mending roads. 
Tons of relief goods poured in 
Donations came from abroad. 
The king and queen of Malaysia 
on a state visit to Japan, con­ 
tributed $8,333. 
The first of some 20,006 evac 
uees began returning to their 
homes, or to what was left (rf 
them. Low-lying areas were still 
flooded from the tidal wave 
that poured in from the Sea of 
Japan after the quake. 
The national police reported 
1,158 houses destroyed and 18, 
500 damaged by the quake, an­ 
other 11.000 were flooded.

ANSWER: For a long time, rags were the material 
usually used for making paper, and they are still used to 
make paper which has to last a long time. Today however, 
more ordinary paper is generally made from wood pulp. To 
follow the process in the picture, think of trees being felled 
and cut into shortlengths. These (Al are fed into a revolving 
drum which removes the bark, then into a chipper (Bi and 
digester (Cl which reduces them to pulp. High pressure air 
Huffs up the pulp (DI, impurities are screened out and the 
pulp is treated in other ways in the beater (E). stuff chest 
(Fi, and mixing box (Gi. It is a moist mass at this time 
and passes to a wire screen (Hi. The water content is dried 
out in various rollers (I), so the material becomes a sheet, 
pressed and finally wound on large rolls. 
Paper is not only one of the most valuable materials in 
our civilization, it is also great fun to use in various arts 
and crafts. Our picture shows how to make “papier-mache ”
